The prizes will be awarded by 
the President of the Society, Mr. 
Carlton D. Putnam at a Banquet 
to be held at the Engineers Club 
at 6 p. m. on the evening of the 
exhibition. 


Judges for the exhibition will be 
Mr. Gustave M. Mosler of Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, President of the Ameri- 
can Philatelic Society, the largest 
and one of the oldest organiza- 
tions of stamp collectors, with a 
membership of over 4000 in all 


parts of the world. Dr. A. E. Hus- 
sey, of Cincinnati, Ohio, who is 
sales superintendent for the So- 
ciety of Philatelic Americans, 
another national society which 
numbers almost 2000 collectors in 
its membership, and George W. 
Linn, of Columbus, Ohio, Editor of 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News, a 
weekly newspaper devoted to the 
interests of Stamp Collectors. 


A number of very fine collec- 
tions are included in the Exhibtion, 
among which is a collection of 
United States Revenues which is 
almost complete in every number, 
many fine and rare single copies 
and blocks of 19th and 20th Cen- 
tury U. S. postage included among 
which are copies of the le and 2c 
Pan American Inverted Centers. 


A fine collection of U. S. Proofs 
and Essays will be seen and the 
rare first Philippine Air Mail set, 
complete. 


Several British Colonies will be 
shown complete in superb mint 
condition, among these are Gi- 


braltar, Ireland, South West 
Africa, etc. A specialized collec 
ti n of Switzerland and another of 
Germany are on display. 


Round the World Graf Zeppelin 
Covers are to be seen as well as a 
very fine specialized collection of 
Air Mail Stamps of the world, 
both on and off cover. Some of the 
rarities are included in the above. 


For the Precancel collector, a 
representative showing of precan- 
cels will be among the exhibits.

doubt 
collectors 
in search of a country 
to collect have thought 
of Papua, have con- 
sulted the catalogue, 
and, like a good many others, 
promptly looked to some _ other 
country. In a great number of 
cases the lists in the catalogue 
have been absurdly overdone, and 
it is certainly because of this that 
some countries in Gibbons’ cata- 
logue present an awesome appear- 
ance. 

Certainly a first glance at Papua 
in Gibbons’ catalogue gives one the 
impression that it has been over- 
done. And it has. By which we 
mean to say it has developed into 
too many lists of varieties, and 
even the lists of stamps which, 
strictly speaking were issued in 
the ordinary way, i.e., from the 
Post Office peoples’ point of view, 
have been sub-divided. In view 
of this, and more particularly in

direction of the Queensland Post 
Office. In 1901 the administration 
passed into the hands of the Aus- 
tralian Commonwealth authorities. 

Towards the middle of the year 
1901, a series of special postage 
stamps were brought into use. 
These stamps were recess-printed 
by De La Rue and Co., London, 
and show a representation of a 
native craft known as a “Lakatoi,” 
and it may be interesting and 
helpful to quote two writers on 
this subject. In the first place 
Douglas B. Armstrong, in his 
British and Colonial Postage 
Stamps, says, “This boat, or rather 
raft, with its curious bat-like sails, 
is used by a race of heriditary 
potters, who inhabit the village of 
Hanuabada, near Port Moresby, 
for conveying their wares upon 
annual trading expeditions along 
the New Guinea coast. A view of 
Hanuabada appears in the back- 
ground of the stamp vignette, 
which is reproduced from a photo- 





view of the fact that there are but 
three types of stamps for Papua, 
this colony receives but little at- 
tention from the average collec- 
tor, as compared with many coun- 
tries. I have therefore included 
herein a list of each issue, so that 
any collector desirous of possess- 
ing a complete collection of Pap- 
uan stamps, minus minor varieties, 
may see just what is necessary to 
obtain. 

For more than ten years, from 
1888 to 1901 to be exact, the 
stamps of Queensland were used in 
Papua and the only wey to dis- 
tinguish these is by the local post- 
marks, which embody the letters 
“B.N.G.” (i.e, British New Gui 
nea). In 1888 the southern part 
of New Guinea was formally an- 
nexed to the British Empire and 
the postal services were under the

graph by a British naval officer.” 
And secondly, Owen C. Limmer, in 
his “Ship Stamps,” says, “The ‘keel’ 
in the case of the Papua ‘Lakatoi’ 
consists actually of several capa- 
cious dug-outs each nearly fifty 
feet long, which are lashed togeth- 
er to a width of about twenty-four 
feet. Upon this foundation, planks 
are built up to form a deck. A 
finely designed prow-head is add- 
ed, and two masts, each carrying 
a huge mat sail of the typical 
“crab-claw” design, the completed 
vessel being painted red, white and 
black. The design on the Papuan 
stamps is copied from an actual 
photograph of one of these craft.” 

The stamps were printed on a 
white wove paper which varied in 
thickness, and of which the cata- 
loguers have made two lists. The 
watermark | is what is called “Mul-

On account of the watermark ap- 
pearing on some sheets sideways 
and others upright, two sets of 
these stamps are listed in the cata- 
logue, i.e., horizontal and vertical. 
Now if we look at this series in the 
same way the post office clerks 
most likely did—except those who 
were “philatelists’”—we have eight 
values, but judging by the cata- 
logue, which has divided the series 
according to thickness of paper 
and position of watermark we have 
to account for some twenty-eight 
stamps!!! This “rosette” measures 
roughly 12xllmm. In the case of 
the horizontal watermark, the ros- 
ette measures 12mm. across side- 
ways. This is from side to side 
of the stamp. In the case of the 
vertical watermark, the rosette 
measures 12mm. across. upright 
from top to bottom of the stamp. 
This may read a trifle obtuse, but 
after handling a few stamps you 
will be able to tell the position of 
the watermark at a glance. As 
this article is written for the gen- 
eral collector—the specialist with 
his minor varieties is catered for 
everywhere—we will at once ex- 
plain why we dismiss the first is- 
sue of Papua with eight stamps. 
Thick and thin paper varieties fre- 
quently cause differences of opin- 
ion and when all is said and done, 
they are often far from obvious. 
The horizontal and vertical water- 
marked stamps are not separate, 
or special, printings. They are 
merely the result of the paper be- 
ing put into the printing machine 
either sideways or upright. There- 
fore for the first issue we have:—

Some five years after the issue 
of the stamps just described the 
territory was formally annexed to 
the Australian Commonwealth un- 
der the official title of “PAPUA” 
and this name was added to the 
postage stamps by means of an 
overprint. In the first place the 
work was carried out by the Gov- 
ernment Printer at Port Moresby, 
on November 8th, 1906. This is 
known as the large  overprint. 
Omitting varieties, as stated be- 
fore, we thus have:—

the Queensland Government Print- 
ing Office, Brisbane, and this is 
referred to as the small overprint.

When the overprinted stamps 
were exhausted, arrangements 
were made with the Federal Print- 
ing Office, Melbourne, for future 
supplies. The reason for the 
change of printers was that under 
the Commonwealth Post and Tele- 
graph Law all postage stamps 
must be printed in Australia. For 
the purpose of providing fresh 
supplies, reproductions of the “La- 
katoi” design, which were slight- 
ly enlarged, and had the word 
“PAPUA” in place of “BRITISH 
NEW GUINEA,” were made by 
photo-lithography. The stamps 
were printed on white wove paper, 
watermarked Crown over double- 
lined A, and this appears both up- 
right and sideways, according to 
the manner in which the paper was 
inserted into the press. Evidently 
two machines were used to per- 
forate the stamps; one gauging 11 
and another 12%. Separate stones 
were used for printing the border 
designs for each denomination, 
but for the central vignette a 
single stone was used.

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During 1910 all values, includ- 
ing a 2s. 6d. duty, appeared, and 
evidently these were printed from 
new stones for “PAPUA” is larger 
and the central vignette appears 
somewhat different. The water- 
mark is the same as that of the 
previous issue. There are two dies 
of the 2s. 6d.; these can be dis- 
tinguished by the shape of the 
numerals and the thickness of the 
dividing stroke between them, that 
of Die I. being thicker and more 


uneven, whilst that of Die II. is 
very thin and sharp. Die I. is 
lithographed, whereas Die II. is 


from the original engraved plate. 
(I have “lifted” this piece of in- 
formation from the catalogue.)

In 1911 unicoloured stamps were 
issued. These were printed by the 
Commonwealth Printing Works, 
Melbourne, from electrotype plates. 
The watermark is a new type of 
the Crown over A. The letter 
“A” is single lined and the Crown 
is of a different shape from that 
of the previous issue.

Towards the end of 1917 a short- 
age of ld. stamps occurred and 
for some unknown reason it was 
deemed necessary to. surcharge 


most of the values then current

until a fresh supply was received 
from Melbourne.

During 1919 a change of printer 
was made. The new printer being 
T. S. Harrison, Printer to the 
Commonwealth Government, who 
produced, by means of lithography, 
a new series of two colours. With 
this issue there came a 10s. value, 
making its debut in 1925. There 
has been some question as_ to 
whether these stamps are still 
current, and although I cannot say 
definitely—I am well aware no 
article is complete without accu- 
rate dates and data—I think it may 
be assumed that all are still on 
sale with the exception of possibiy 


the 6d. and 10s.

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Some Notes on

With large holes 


This stamp was perforated with 
two large holes for use with a 
special vending machine, and was 
in use for only a short time dur- 
ing July, 1918, at the Toronto Gen- 
eral Post Office. 

Either the machine or the perf- 
orations were found unsatisfactory 
and the stamps were withdrawn 
after a period of two days. 

The presence of the two large 
holes, constitute a distinct and well 
marked variety and although the 
stamp was regularly issued by the 
Canadian Government, which gives 
it an unapproachable character, it 
has not been included in any of 
the general catalogues of today. 


Hairlines appearing on Canadian 
stamps are generally due to three 
causes: (1) Cracked plate (2) 
Guide lines and (3) Ink lines. 

(1) Jarrett gives a good expla- 
nation of this variety of hairlines, 
caused by cracked plates, “after 
the plate has been made, the soft

steel is bent to conform to the 
curvature of the rollers on which 
it is fitted for printing. This 
bending sometimes causes fine 
cracks to appear in the steel. If 
these are not completely taken out 
in the final burnishing or polish- 
ing, they show as fine lines of col- 
or, or hairlines.” 

These may be seen quite plainly 
as fine irregular lines on either, or 
both sides of the marginal frame 
line. 

The most typical example of this 
variety of hairlines will be found 
in the 2c carmine, 1912-type 43, 
and the lc green of the Quebec 
issue. 

(2) Hairlines due to unobliter- 
ated guide lines, these occur as a 
result of allowing a line to remain 
on the plate, and being printed be- 
fore it is thoroughly polished or 
burnished and prepared. 

Guide lines of this class may be 
found on many of the stamps of 
Canda, for instance the 2c green 
1868 shows them plainly at the 
bottom of the design, also they oc- 
cur frequently running vertically 
through the centre of the stamps 
in the Quebec issue, on these they 
will be found in connection with 
guide dots, also. A careful exami- 
nation will show that these guide 
lines (hair lines) are perfectly 
straight and sharply defined, as 
one would expect from any en- 
graver’s line. 

(3) Ink drawn hairlines are pro- 
duced by the lifting of the wet 
sheet from its bed with a slight 
drag and the paper being drawn 
slightly across the face of the 
plate, it leaves a tail of hairlines 
of finely drawn ink at the angles 
of the design. 

This variety of hairlines is met 
with frequently in the Georges, 
1912-26, and will be noticed more 
plainly in those stamps printed in 
deep colors. 

These lines are fine, wavy and 
irregular, and found only at the 
angles of the frame line. 

The difference between hairlines 
caused by cracked plates and those 
due to ink, is that the latter lines 
appear at the angles only.

FAVORS CITY LISTING 


Dear Mr. Lampson: 

In Dr. Davis’ letter of July 25, 
1929, printed in Linn’s Weekly 
of Oct. 21, Dr. Davis expresses 
his disappointment at the possi- 
bility that the publishers would 
return to the Town instead of the 
State listing in the Bureau Pyre- 
cancel catalogue. 

“History repeats itself’ and 
the same discussion waxed fiercely, 
if I recollect correctly, ten years 
or so ago when the General Pre- 
cancel Catalogue was in its in- 
fancy. Tt may be that the solution 
reached with reference to the 
General Catalogue should be taken 
as proof that the Bureau Cata- 
louge should follow suit, but the 
situation is so different that to 
Bureau print collectors town list- 
ing seems, in general, the proper 
answer. 

We must recognize two distinct 
classes of collectors, who will use 
these catalogues—General precan- 
cel collectors, i. e., those collect- 
ing both local and Bureau printed 
precancels, and Bureau Print col- 
lectors, i. e., those collecting only 
the precancel product of the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing. 

The convenience of the majority 
is what should be considered and, 
1 am sure, is desired by the pub- 
lishers of these catalogues. 

The first class, which I have 
ealled “General Collectors,” has 
a field of several thousand towns 
to work with; and for this class, 
especially if collected in types 
or certain states only, the State 
arrangement is logical and con- 
venient, and it is an inconvenience 
to have the Bureaus listed in a 
different way. 

The second class of collectors, 
the Bureau Print boys, are a large 
and growing group, many col- 
lecting Bureau prints as a logical 
part of their United States col- 
lections. Here is a rapidly increas- 
ing group, which has absorbed 
fcur editions, running from 500 
o 1000 copies, of its own cata- 
ogue in less than two and a half 
years. At the present rate they 
will have about 190 towns to work 
on January 1, 1930, new towns 
averaging about 25 a year. 

This is the group that was 
strong enough to have its own 
catalogue of what it collects and 
only that, and for them the easiest 
and logical way of listing is the 
most simple way. Dealers try

complete as possible.

the Bureaus separate from the 
local prints and filed by towns 
in spite of State listing. Why? 
Beacuse it takes much less time 
to locate a stamp when so ar- 
ranged. 

Education is a great thing but, 
after all, is it worth while for 
the rank and file of us to have 
to know that Sauk Center or Nee- 
nah are located in Minnesota or 
Wisconsin? For some, such 
knowledge may be useful; but 
with due respect to those respect- 


ed and deserving communities, 
is it necessary to tax one’s mem- 
ory with such details? Doubtless, 


the information will come auto- 
matically in time, but the irrita- 
tion of hunting for the town 
when unacquainted with the state 
is at least something to avoid, 
if unnecessary. 

The majority of the large group 
of collectors of Bureau prints 
cniy, taking Bureaus as a _ side 
line, probably do not consider 
the listing as a matter of life 
and death; so you do not hear 
from them, but I am_ confident 
that they are for the town list- 
ing. Why not let them have their 
catalogus as they want it? There 
are a thousand or more of them, 
enough anyway for the publishers 
to give them their catalogue and 
print a couple of editions a year. 

This is not an attempt to argue 
in detail the merits of the Town 
vs, State listing that has been 
done. The change in the 4th 
Edition of Mitchell’s Catalogue 
from State to Town listing, and 
now the statement that the pub- 
lishers would go back to town 
listing in the 6th edition seems 
to indicate that the case is prov- 
en. The endeavor has merely been 
to show that good of the many 
and benefit of this branch of 
collecting will be promoted by the 
town listing of Bureaus.

News Notes and Personals 


The Golden Gate Precancel So- 
ciety, which meets in Oakland, 
Calif., has just issued a list of its 
29 members—a fine showing for a 
society only about a year old. Of 
the 29 members, twelve are listed 
as Buroprint collectors, and doubt- 
less most of the others include 
buros in their general collections 
—which shows the increasing 
popularity of these gilt-edge pre- 
cancels. 


Edw. A. Soden, the live-wire 
Buroprint fan of Louisiana, writes: 

“Call me Mister, please! I’ve 
completed my set of the Spring- 
field 1916 Experimental buros. 
Just landed the 9c the other day.” 
That is an accomplishment, friend 
Soden, a thing that not very many 
Buroprint fans can boast of. Any- 
body else? And by the way, 
Soden, we are rather surprised 
that state pride did not lead you 
to complete the New Orleans Ex- 
perimentals first. Still, that 6c 
1916 is rather elusive. 

New Orleans 6c 1916 Experi- 
mental brings $101.00 at auction. 
We have just been told that this 
item, as listed in the Sachs auc- 
tion, recently advertised in Linn’s, 
was bought by Chester G. Schwed- 
ler of Wisconsin, for the trifling 
sum of $101.00. Now who says 
Buros are just a passing fancy, or 
on the wane? We doubt if any 
other single precancel in history 
ever sold for this much. 

And by the way, if an adv. in 
Linn’s can effect such a sale as 
that, it is about time for buro- 
print and precancel fans to try out 
this magazine as an advertising 
medium. 


Historical fact: To date there 
have been SIX, not just five, edi- 
tions of Buroprint catalogs: The 
five editions edited by Dr. Mitchell, 
and the April, 1926 “Specialist 
Edition”, printed and with card- 
board cover, put out by Rotnem.

AIR FIELD NUMBERS 


Did you notice that on the Con- 
neaut, Ohio, cachet it said Land- 
ing Field No. 7 on CAM 20 and 
do you know how the government 
arrives at these numbers? 

All fields and standard beacon 
sites are known by numbers which, 
by the addition of zero, indicate 
their approximate mileage on the 
airway from the terminal; thus 
Conneaut is 70 miles from Cleve- 
land on CAM 20 and so is desig- 
nated as No. 7. Route 20 is official- 
ly designated as Cleveland-Albany; 
and all numbering starts at the 
first named city. 

A beacon 585 miles from the 
terminal would be given No. 58; 
while becons other than standard 
are given numbers corresponding 
exactly to the mileage.

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The Lansdowne Stamp Club 
Exhibition

The Lansdowne Stamp Club, 
which now enjoys the largest 
membership of any _ suburban 
Philadelphia Philatelic organiza- 
tion, will hold its fourth annual 
exhibition in Lansdowne, Delaware 
county, Pa., Friday and Saturday, 
November 29 and 30. 

R. W. Swearingen, chairman of 
the exhibition, expects that this 
year’s display will not only be 
larger and more interesting than 
any of the previous exhibitions, 
but also will embrace collections 
showing a larger valuation. 

The exhibition chairman has 
been busy for weeks tabulating 
and classifying the entries and 
completing arrangements for the 
show, which will be held in the 
spacious offices of the Lansdowne 
Bank and Trust Company, Lans- 
downe, Pa. The display quarters 
are contributed each year to the 
Club by the bank. 

The judges of the Lansdowne 
Club’s exhibition will be Charles 
J. Phillips, Philip H. Ward and 
Eugene Klein, each one well 
known in the philatelic world as 
an expert. 

As in previous years the ex- 
hibition will be divided into a 
number of sections as _ follows: 
A—U. S. and Possessions; B— 
Great Britain and Colonies other 
than in Section B2; B2—British 
North America including Insular 
Colonies; C—European Countries 
and Colonies; D—Other Countries 
in North, Central or South Ameri- 
ca; E—Other Countries in Asia, 
Africa, Oceanica or Australia; F— 
Specialties; F1—Cancellations; F2 
—Covers; F3—Proofs and Essays; 
G—General Collections; H—Rari- 
ties; I—Juniors; J—Non-Members; 
K—A Grand Prize for best exhibit 
in the show (Open to members 
only). 

Three prizes will be awarded in 
each section: first, blue; second, 
red; third, green. 

In view of the fact that awards 
will not be made to Cltib mem- 
bers who have previously received 
prizes in Club exhibits, it is ex- 
pected that much new material 
will be brought out by the Lans- 
downe collectors. Of course, some 
members will display portions of 
their collections shown in previous 
years but these exhibits will not 
be for competition. 

A majority of the Club exhibits 
will be spread out on glass cov- 
ered tables, and some few exhibits 
will be shown in a number of spe- 
cially constructed glass frames 
owned by the Club and used for 


wall display. Several of these 
frames have been reserved for the 
use of guest exhibits and other 
special showings not entered in 
the prize competition. 

Among the notable collections 
which will be shown is the col- 
lection of U. S. Proofs and Essays 
owned by Clarence W. Brazer, of 
Lansdowne, Pa. Mr. Brazer’s 
philatelic activities cover only the 
last three or four years, but in 
that short time he has assembled 
what is believed to be the most 
complete and valuable collection of 
U. S. Proofs and Essays now in ex- 
istence. Mr. Brazer’s collection of 
U. S. adhesives and envelopes, now 
virtually complete, is also believed 
to rank among the finest in the 
country. 

Mr. Brazer, an indefatigable club 
worker and philatelic enthusiast, 
has risen to a position of authority 
on the subject of U. S. Proofs and 
Essays and at present is engaged 
in collaborating with the producers 
of the Scott Catalogue in identi- 
fying and pricing many items of 
this class hitherto unknown and 
unrecognized. 

Another exhibit of interest will 
be that of George M. Emery, show- 
ing a specialized treatment of the 
die and plate varieties of the U. S. 
8c Green of 1870, 1873 and _ 
Mr. Emery’s collection of U. S. 
Green, including shades, tha 
and cancellation varieties running 
into the thousands, is believed to 
compare favorably with a similar 
collection recently broken up by 
Warner Bates. 

The Lansdowne Club exhibit al- 
so will be strong in displays of 
British Colonies and British North 
America, a number of the mem- 
bers specializing in the stamps of 
these interesting countries. Other 
European and Asiatic countries 
will be well represented also by 
specialized collections. 

The Lansdowne Stamp _ Club 
charges no admission to its annual 
exhibition and does not exact any 
fees from its member exhibitors, 
the expenses of the entire show 
being borne by the Club treasury. 
Every year scores of visitors visit 
the display during the morning, 
afternoon and _ night _ sessions. 
Many philatelic recruits are ob- 
tained after each exhibition.

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The Second Annual Philatelic 
Exhibit, under the auspices of the 
Oakland Philatelic Society, came 
to a successful close Sunday 
evening, October 27. The South 
room of the Hotel Oakland had 
housed some 300 frames of stamps 
for the three days of the exhibit 
and visitors to the number of 
approximately 5,000 passed thru 
the doors to view the wonderful 
array of stamps and covers. The 
Oakland Post Office established, 
under the supervision of Mr. Wise, 
a small branch Post Office in the 
anteroom off the main exhibit 
room, where the current stamps 
could be purchased. As a special 
favor to the Oakland Philatelic 
Society the Ohio Canalization 
stamps were placed on sale ex- 
clusively at the exhibit postoffice. 
Needless to say a rushing business 
was done—Sunday included. Post- 
master Nat Friend of Oakland, 
managed to secure a few special 
items for sale—such as the Lindy 
Booklets, etc., which was much 
appreciated by the visitors. Un- 
fortunately, however, special 
postmark could not be_ provided, 
but the Oakland Philatelic Society 
furnished a special cachet for 
mail posted at the exhibit post- 
office during the three days. For 
information of collectors of these 
items green was used exclusively 
on the first day and green and 
purple on the last two days. 
Letters mailed at the special post- 
offi_e on the !ast day were brought 
to the Oakland postoffice after 
the show was over and received 
the postmark of October 28, 12:30 
A. M. 

The frames in the exhibit were 
well mounted, due to the efforts 
of Mr. Al Davies and his efficient 
crew. 

The publishers of the News 
wish to thank Mr. Everett Earl 
for the above account of the Ex- 
hibition and regret that there is 
not space to give a detailed list 
of the displays and the awards as 
have been provided by Mr. Earl. 

Mr. Harry E. Gray, secretary of 
the Oakland Philatelic Society, 
sends some information regarding 
the publicity that was obtained 
for this exhibition. Among the 
items sent is a photograph of a 
large Billboard and Mr. Gray 
states that 25 such billboard dis- 
plays were used at conspicuous 
places in and about Oakland. On 
the street cars there were 550 
posters used and another 1000 
of the same kind were placed in 
store windows, libraries, schools, 
etc., both in Oakland and up and 
down the coast. A few newspaper 
clippings are also sent and of this 
sort of publicity Mr. Gray states 
that there were 357 column inches 
in the Bay district press alone.

CENTENARY OF WESTERN 
AUSTRALIA 


Mr. Erwin Strasser, a dealer 
of Cleveland, Ohio, sends a spe- 
cimen of the new Australian Swan 
stamp. Mr. Strasser says it is 
right hot off the press, having 
been issued September 27th. The 
stamp is issued to commemorate 
the One Hundredth Anniversary 
of the founding of Western Aus- 
tralia and what could be more 
appropriate for a stamp for this 
purpose than to go back and pick 
up the beautiful and graceful 
swan that has graced the stamps 
of Western Australia from the 
first issue up to 1913, when its 
stamps were superceded by those 
of the Commonwealth of Australia 
of which it became a part. 

The stamp is in that beautiful 
brown red color, the same as 
that of the Canberra issue of 
1927. Its size is also of the same 
general dimensions as this issue. 


GREENLAND STAMPS 


Mr. Charles B. Svensson of 
Albany, New York, disagrees 
with Scotts Catalog and believes 
that they should include Green- 
land among the stamp _ issuing 
countries of the world.
